Lewis will pick up several three- 
y ear-olds this fall, with the Idea of developing 
them into ’chasers. 

New York National Guard officials are trying to 
make arrangements for the state to buy part of 
Ike Kenilworth race track at Buffalo, for use a* 
a rifle range. The state has a lease for the use of 
purl of the grounds tor target practice and it has 
some time to run. but officers believe the property 
should be bought and turned into a permanent 
range. The property is owned by August Belmont. 

Race meetings have been held in Canterbury. New 
Zealand, since the year 1851. and by the Canterbury

KENTUCKY SEASON MOST SUCCESSFUL ON RECORD 

Racing at Louisville, Latonia and Lexington Attended by Unexampled Prosperity 
This Year — Huge Crowds Enjoy Sport of Exceptional Brilliancy 

+ — — . + 

It is no exaggeration to sh.v that the racing season recently concluded in Kentucky was. on the whole, 
the most successful in the history of the sport in the old commonwealth that has for so long figured as the 
home of the thoroughbred iu America. The meetings ai Louisville. Latonia and Lexington, conducted under 
license from the Kentucky State Racing Commission, were marked by sport tmequaled for brilliancy else 
where in the country and all were wonderfully well patronized, in conformity with the policy which has 
been followed out during the past few years, there was a further, though slight, reduction in the length of 
tin* meetings at Churchill Downs and Douglas I’ark. Louisville. One result of this shortening of the season 
is that the total distribution of money iu stakes and purses falls a trifle behind the figures for the pre- 
ceding year, when a new record was made in this respect. The daily average distribution, on the other 
hand, shows a slight gain over 1913. 

Nowhere in North America is racing in a healthier condition than in Kentucky. The tables published hi 
connection with this review of the racing season recently closed show that the distribution of prize money 
l as doubled siime 1909. the first year for which figures are given. Horsemen und racing associations lmv" 
shared equally in the propsperity that lias attended the sjiort. The public has lieen treated to a better 
brand of racing year by year, thanks to the safeguards with which the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
has surrounded the sport, its patrons nowadays having small cause for complaint. Advocates of the pari- 
mutuel form of betting do not hesitate to bestow uikiii the workings of that system of speculation much o p 
the credit for the prosperous and generally healthy condition of the turf in Kentucky. 

Although it was deemed advisable to abandon tin* four-mile Kentucky Endurance Stakes this year be- 
cause of the disinclination of trainers of the best horses to patronize the stake sufficiently to warrant its 
continuance, long distance racing continued to he an attractive feature of the fal! meetings at Douglas 
Dark. Churchill Downs aud Latonia. It is tin* expressed intention of the managements of the three tracks 
named to continue t lie Louisville Cup. the St. Leger Handicap and the Latonia Cup, the distances of which 
range from two miles to two miles and a quarter. Kentucky patrons of racing have shown a fondness for 
races of this sort and they will occupy the place of honor on fall programs so long as the public taste runs 
in that direction. 

As iu previous years, the Latonia Jockey Club led the other associations in respect to amount of money 
distributed, as a natural result of the greater length of racing time at that course as compared with the 
ethers. The following tabulation sets forth in a general way the results of the year on the various Ken- 
tucky courses:

— Racing at Havre 
de Grace this afternoon was marked by close and 
thrilling finishes, the majority of tlie winners get 
ting the decision by the shortest of margins. The 
going showed a decided improvement. '1 in* carded 
feature of tlie day, the Cecil Selling Stakes, for 
three-year-olds and over, oue mile and seventy 
yards, was won by the Montpelier Stable’s Amalfi 
iu a hard stretch struggle with Little Nearer and 
Thornhill. The winner, ridden by McCabey, moved 
up with a rush oil the outside in rounding the far 
turn and hung on with great determination in the 
final drive. Little Nearer, after being outrun in 
the early stages, closed with a rush but could not 
withstand the winner’s challenge. Thornhill fal- 
tered badly at the end after disposing of Harry 
Shaw in the early running. The winner was over- 
looked by the talent, going to the post at 18 to 5, 
after receding in the betting. 

Another thrilling finish resulted with the running 
of tin* third race, a handicap for two-year-olds at. 
five furlongs. The pace throughout was of a high 
order and was forced by II. G. Bedwell’ s Sir Edgar. 
The latter got the verdict in a stirring finish, with 
tin* first five scattered over the track heads ami 
necks apart. The outcome was not clear till the 
official placing was displayed. Sir Edgar, a rapid 
breaker, carried Kgmout and Hanson along at a 
terrific clip the entire trip and showed great ganie- 
ness at tlu* end. The Montpelier Stable’s Egmont 
came again at the end and got up in time to take 
second money from Stalwart Helen. Harry Junior 
showed an impressive performance and closed well 
after losing many lengths by going wide at the turn 
into tin? homestretch.

DEATH OF A SUCCESSFUL BREEDER. 

Francis Alexander, who had been in ill liealtu 
for a long time, died at his residence, Everleigu 
House. Marlborough. England, shortly after noon 
November 5. 

The late Mr. Francis Alexander was an all-round 
sportsman, as, besides being a patron of tin* turf, 
lie was a splendid game shot, an enthusiastic ^.n 
gler, and one of the best-known patrons of grey- 
hound coursing. These tastes were undoubtedly in- 
herited from his father, tlie late Mr. Caledon Alex- 
ander. the hero of a match against Sir John Astley. 
which is frequently recalled by old-time sportsmen. 
The former rode Briglia. while Sir John steered 
Drumhead, and though the latter won. Mr. Alex- 
ander made matter even by subsequenly defeating 
his rival in a pigeon-shooting contest. 

Mr. Francis Alexander racial on the best lines. 
His stud was a small one. hut he generally had two 
or three useful horses in training. John Porter had 
charge of them at first, but of late years II. Braim • 
trained for him at Burhidgc. His first good winner 
was Sou of a Gun, which carried tin* popular dark 
blue, white sleeves, and black cap to victory in 
both the Liverpool Summer and Autumn Cups of 
1894. Throwhway, which won the Liver|»ool Au- 
tumn Cup for Mr. Alexander in 1902. and tin* As- 
cot Gold Cup two years later, was one of his own 
breeding, as also was Andover, which won the 
Royal Hunt Cup in 1903. Both were sons of Right 
away, a sire which was iu great favor with Mr. 
Alexander. When Throwaway won at Liverpool h« 
was trained by Porter, at Kingsclere. hut he was 
prepared for his Ascot Gold (.’up race by Brairae. 

Throwaway’s Ascot victory created quite a sen- 
sation. as he was opposed by the famous mare 
Sceptre. Zinfandel. and the French horse Maximum 
.II. and was naturally the outsider of the party. 
Throwaway was ridden by W. Lane. 

Another useful horse owned by Mr. Alexander 
was Bitters, a daughter of St. Serf and Mara, 
which finished second to Pretty Polly in the Oaks 
of 1904. and subsequently wou the Yorkshire Oaks. 
The deceased gentleman sent three horses to Ascot 
in 1900. and won with the whole of them. Chuck 
away taking tin* Visitors’ Handicap, Andover tin* 
Rous Memorial, and Bitters the High-Weight 
Stakes — a fine tribute indeed to the training meth- 
od* of Brairae. lir. Alexander was elected a mem- 
ber of the Jockey Club in 1904.

THIRTEEN WINNERS IN FIFTEEN MOUNTS.

He also had the 
distinction of winning the Indian Grand National on 
an animal the property of Major Wilson, the pres 
ent member of parliament for Bethnal Green 

Capt. Charrington was on friendly terms 'with 
the crown prince of Germany, whom he so strongly 
resembled that it was almost impossible to dis- 
tinguish one from the other. There is a well 
authenticated story to be told of this resemblance 
being made to serve a purpose. Whether it was 
merely for a joke or for more serious reasons we 
may not say, but it is a fact that when it was

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GENERAL NEWS NOTES OF THE DAY 



What is possibly 1 lie most critical battle yet 
fought in that locality is progressing in the north- 
west corner of Russian Poland. So far no details 
of the course the struggle is taking have been l 
divulged at Pctrograd. The last announcement of 1 
the g»*neral staff merely states: “The engagement 

lietweeu the Vistula and the Wartlio has assumed 
the character of a big battle with considerable 
forces of the enemy.” It was a clear counter at 
tack. The Germans had made it necessary for the 
Russian army to concentrate some distance to the 
rear of the line reached by its right dank in the 
westerly advance. The movement has also been 
I rather sudden, as the Germans were Isdug driven 

* out of Ityidu as recently as November IS. It looks 

rather like a check to the victorious progress of 
the Russian soldiers. Pctrograd says. The follow- 
ing official communication from Russian general 
headquarters was issued: “Between the Vistula 

and Warta our advance guards in an engagement 
with the Germans, who took the offensive, fell 
back in the direction of Bzourc. The enemy sue 
ceeded in gaining a footing in tl»e region of Lent- 
eliitZH ( Lenezyca > and Orloff. throwing out ad- 
vance guards in the direction of Piontek. In Ka^t 
Prussia our troops continue to make progress and 
lighting is going ou near the Gumbinnen-Angerbuig 
front, which the enemy is defending. In the 

trenches which we captured near Varsohlaghes the 
enemy abandoned more than :;<•(> dead, (hi the 

front along the Mazuriau lakes our troops reached 
the wire entanglements of the enemy’s position uni 
forced them. On the front between Czenstocliowu 
and Cracow we have attacked important forces of 
the enemy, detachments of which operating at 

Lodovitze were routed. In Galicia we have occupied 
successfully the passes over the Carpathians.” 

Til© unexpected blow delivered on tin* Russian 
center bv Gen. von Hindcnlierg with tin* German 
army which had retreated from before War- 
saw, was the prt*douiinant feature of the 

news reaching London yesterday from the eastern 
arena of war. Having for the time being thrown 
hack the Russian advance toward the German fron- 
tier of Posen, Gen. vou Hindenberg is the hero 
ol the hour in Berlin. There is much criticism of 
the Germans retreat from Warsaw, hut if the pre- 
sent marked reversal of form proves permanent 
the Genian center will retrieve its reputation just 
as the allies retrieved themselves almost at the 
gates of Paris. The German wedge from Posen 
would appear lo have driven the Russian center 
inure than fifty miles back from the frontier, so 
that the line is about midway 1*? tween German ter- 
ritory and Warsaw. Elsewhere along the great 
eastern front the Russians, where they are not pro- 
gressing, seem to he holding their own. 

Advices from Tliielt. Belgium, dated November 
10, state that West Flanders, the scene of inces- 
sant military operations, remains an island cut off 
from the rest of Belgium through the blowing up 
of most of the bridges leading thereto. The Ger- 
mans have declared the territory west of the rail- 
road running from Antwerp to Brussels and thence 
to Mohs an official war area. It is difficult to 
obtain reliable news of the situation iu the war 
zone, as the bedraggled men and women who man 
age to escape, are too miserable, through cold ami 
hunger, to give connected accounts of their experi- 
ences. It was learned that Dixiumle. the scene of 
such severe fighting, is entirely ruined. Nieuport 
also has suffered severely. In Ypres the Cloth hall 
which was one of the few jincient buildings 
saved from the English siege in the year l;»S3, was 
severely damaged. Ghent is deserted by its popula 
tion, but is overflowing with German wounded. 

The following statement was issued by the geu 
eral staff of tin* Russian navy: “On Tuesday 

morning a German squadron of two cruisers, teu 
torpedo boats, and several other steamers appeared 
before Lihati. They bombarded the city ami har- 
bor for more than lour hours. Several factories 
were damaged, the petroleum reservoir was shelled 
and destroyed, tin* railway station was set on tire, 
ami houses in the jioorer part of the town wee 
damaged. The Germans also brought along some 
small cargo steamers, which they sank in the 
eutraiice to the harbor! Five persons were killed 
by the bombardment, including two women, and 
thirty or forty were wounded. The same day the 
Russian Black sea fleet, which had been cruising 
off Trebizond, steamed close to the town and bom- 
Iih riled the harbor and barracks and set on tire 
buildings along the coast. No Turkish ships were 
sighted off the coast.” 

A Russian staff officer, passing through The 
Hague, has this to say as to the cause of the 
present German success in Poland: “The Russian 

army in Poland maintains three times as many 
cavalrymen as the Germans. This cavalry swarmed 

r after the retreating Germans, and when the Ger- 
mans suddenly stopped, the Russian cavalry was 
dashed to pieces like migrating birds flying agaiust 
a rock. Meanwhile the main liody of the Russians. 

1 600.000 men, whose absolute purpose is to beat 
the Austrians decisively, is proceeding unmolested 
to attack Cracow, leaving a smaller detachment to 
besiege Przemysl. Thereafter.” the officer con 
eludes “the Russians do not intend to attempt ;o 
cross the Carpathians, but, following the Oder rivir. 
will make their main attack on Germany by way 
of Oppelu, Breslau and Glogau.” 

German attacks against the allies in West Fland- 
ers have become much less violent, according to ad- 
vices reaching Paris and French military experts 
are now predicting that the invaders along the Ost- 
eml-Dixuiude- Ypres line will soon have to retire. 
Any offensive movements by the allies in that re- 
gion. however, would meet with the same obstacles 
which have hampered the operations of the Ger- 
mans. The deep mud left by recent storms in the 
fields and upon the highways and the floods north of 
Dixinude would render an advance by the British. 
French and Belgians a difficult matter. They would 
find it almost impossible to move their heavy guns 
forward through the quagmires and across the 
stretch of water north and south of the Yser canal 
and the Yser river. 

There is some anxiety in Paris as to just wlmt 
has happened at Chauviiicourt, a village near St. 
Mihiel on the Lorrniue frontier. On Tuesday the 
French official communication reported that tie. 
French troops luul occupied the western part of 
Chauviiicourt. ami Wednesday’s official statement 
said that this part of the town had been blown 
up by the Germans, who apparently had mined the 
place' before they retired. How severely the French 
troops suffered l*y this exploit is not yet known. 
Cliauvincourt. which contained vast French mili- 
tary buildings and stores, is on the right bank ot 
the* Meuse. It has lieeu occupied by the Germans 
for some time, anil is an important link between 
Argonuc and Metz. 

Violent fighting has been resumed within a two- 
hour motor ride of the gates of Paris. At Traey- 
le-Val. where the main battle line from the imrtli 
swings to the eastward, at the point nearest Paris, 
a German advance led to a violent encounter. The 
Germans attempted to recapture the town, won by 
the allies a few days ago. but according to the 
French war office statement they were repulsed 
with lieavv losses. In Flanders tlie artillery duel, 
described during the last few days as «.f furious 
intensitv, lias become still more violent, ou the 
part of* the Germans at least, but here, as els© 
where, the op|»osiug forces arc holding fast to their 
main positions. 

Hie following official statement was issued at 
Svdncv. Australia: “The Ja panes© government has 

intimated to the British government that it is 
ready to hand, over Marshall and other German 
islands in the Pacific, temporarily occupied by 
Japanese, to an Australian force. The British gov- 
ernment has informed the Japanese government «d 
its intention to act accordingly. A special Aus- 
tralian force will be dispatched to the islands and 
remain in occupation until the termination of the 
war. when the matter will l»e a question for con 
fideration by th© allied powers.” 

According to a Berlin dispatch the kaiser has 
scut the following telegram to the crown prints*: 
“The Sheikh 11 Islam has published a fetwa (de- 
claration of sacred law* according to which every 
Mutiulmaii must as a religious duty fight to the 
uttifnmst against England. Russia ami France, on 
pressors of Islam. This fetwa. to Ik* distributed 
throughout the entire Mohammedan world, is now 
proclaimed to pilgrims iu Mecca. This means a 
hoi v war for the whole Islamic world. 

(Signed) “WILLIAM.” 

Victoria. B. is in hourly terror of attack by 
a German fleet. Tin* marine department of Canada j 
has ordered all lighthouses closed near the en 
trance to the harls»r and has discontinued most of 
the light service on more distaut coast noiuP. ! 
Masters have been ordered to obey strictly all ] 
naval department regulations. All lights from the 
international line northward nniv be extinguished 
ami certain channels of navigation closed. 

Holland's difficult |H>sitiou as a result of the 
European war is shown by one week s reports from 
the coast and frontiers. Along the coast eighty 
mines of French. German and English make have 
been thrown upon the shore and. exploding, caused 
the death of nine persons and the wounding of 
five. Over a hundred bodies, presumably of British 
sailors from sunken warships, have 1k*cu washed 
ashore and bur hi l with military honors. 

Fighting between the German and allied forces in 
the inundated territory between IMxmude and Nieu 
port on the North sea const is frequently being 
carried on in Inputs. Artillery for the first tiuie 
iu the war has proved ineffective, but personal 
bravery and enterprise are counting for much uud 



the battle is beginning to resemble the siege of 
Leyden in til** sixteenth century, with raids aud 
nmuter raids by means of flat bottomed boats. 

West of the Vistula, in the neigliliorliood of War- 
saw. Poland is reported to 1 m* on© mass of ruins. 
All the railroad stations and water reservoirs have 
been destroyed, telegraph poles have been cut down 
and the telegraphic apparatus in every place broken 
up. Bridges, including even tin* smaller viaducts, 
have been blown up and factories with modern ma- 
chinery. especially in Lodz, have l»ecn destroyed or 
ruined beyond repair. 

A German official communication given out in Ber- 
lin says: “A German aviation squadron encoun- 

tered some of the enemy’s aviator’s in making a 
reconuoitcring flight and caused them to descend, 
one of them falling. One of the German flying ma- 
chines is missing. A fierce French attack in the 
region of Servou. on the western slopes of the Ar- 
gone forest, was repulsed with heavy loss to the 
enemy. Our losses were small.” 

There are persistent rumors at Valparaiso that 
the British transport Crown of Galicia has been 
attacked by German cruisers aiul been sunk. It is 
not stated whether the vessel was sunk by its own 
erew or by the Germans. The crew of the trans- 
port. it is said, was saved and will be landed at 
Valparaiso by the German steamer Rhakotis of the 
Kosmos line. 

Ail official communication by the general staff 
of the Russian Caucasian army, says: “In the 

valley of Olti Su a column of * Russians attacked 
and dispersed the enemy in the direction of Erzc- 
rum. The Russian troops took by assault the town 
of Dutah. an important point on the road of com- 
munication in the valley of the Euphrates.” 

The American steamer Kroonland, recently held 
lip by the British admiralty at Gihralter for twelve 
days and only released when the Tinted States 
made vigorous demands, has been seized again iu 
the Mediterranean by a British cruiser. An Athens 
<lispa toll states she is alleged to have 2.500 tons of 
munitions of war for Germany on board. 

The London Post’s Petrograd correspondent says. 
“Emperor William is staking his all upon the 
great battle in Poland. He has brought his finest 
troops from France, borrowed the best cavalry, 
namely, the Hungarian Horse, and depleted his 
garrisons by moving their guns wherever i»ossible.“ 

Forty-six soldiers who had been rejected from tie* 
Canadian contingent us ineligible, presumably on 
account of German or Austrian nationality, ar- 
rived at Glasgow Wednesday under an armed es- 
cort of Canadian troops. They were embarked on 
a Donaldson liner for Canada. 

Berlin reports that the Turkish fleet engaged a 
Russian squadron of two battle ships and five cruis- 
ers off Sebastopol . according lo an official announce- 
ment. One of the Russian battle ships was seri- 
ously damaged and the others fled to Sebastopol, 
pursued by the Turkish fleet. 

The Earl of Crewe disclosed in tin* British house 
of lords that in East Africa the Indian troops are 
being employed against the Germans. That there 
has been heavy fighting is shown by the fact 

that the British casualties to date total 900. 

The new levy from the landsturm of the years 

1870 to 1890 was begun in Vienna Monday and Will 
continue daily until the list is exhausted. Four 

commissions are sitting and alnnit 3.200 men are 
passed daily for entrance to the army. 

Budapest dispatches announce tin* march of three 
Austro-Hungarian divisions across the Danube near 
Belgrade, which has been under renewed bombard- 
ment since Sunday. Its fall is declared to be iiu : 
minent. 

Heavy- gun firing was heard Tuesday afternoon 
from Gothland island, in the Baltic sea off tiie 
Swedish coast, and is supposed to have been from 
a naval battle between German and Russian fleets. 

A wireless message from Berlin says the German 
capital is celebrating a great victory won by 
General Hindenberg in Russian Poland. The losses 
of the czar’s army are estimated at 40,000. 

The Russians claim that the cruiser Goeben was 
set afire in an encounter with Russian warship in 
the Black Sea. 

Geu. Villa, in command of the troops under the 
control of the Aguas t’alieutes convention, is march- 
ing on Mexico City, llis army took Leon, the 
first ini|M>rtant railroad center south of Aguas Cal- 
ientes, without tiring a sliqt. The forces of Geu* 
Pablo Gonales. who is loyal to Carranza, ara 
gathered at Queretaro and Irapuato. where the 
first important clash in the hostilities between Gen. 
Carranza and the convention probably will occur. 
These facts were reported in official messages re- 
ceived from George (’. Carothers. American consu- 
lar agent accompanying Gen. Villa. Carothers sail 
Geu. Villa was well equipped for the march. From 
American Consul Silliiuau came a dispatch saying 
conditions were far more serious in Mexico City 
than they had 1 k*cii since the parleys for peace 
began. He regards actual hostilities as inevitable, 
though some of the generals are still trying 
to pateli up the differences. The goverment of 
Carranza has moved from Mexico City to Orizaba. 
Two thousand Carranza troops surrendered to Gen- 
eral Villa when lie took Leon and other garri- 
sons ail along the line are changing allegiance to 
the northern chief as he marches on toward Mexi- 
co City. American Consular Agent Carothers who 
is with Villa, reported there had lieeu no lighting 
since the southward movement lK*gan and ventured 
his opinion that there would Ik* no hostilities 1k*- 
cause the rank and file of the constitutionalist army 
seemed to favor Villa. I .eon was taken yesterday 
without the tiring of a shot and other reports tell 
of the occupation of Irapuato and Guanajuato. The 
geueral expectation in official circles at Washington 
is that Villa will reach Mexico City without much 
difficulty, fighting |K*rhaps one battle as his troops 
clash with iliose of Obregon or Gonzales near the 
capital. A dispatch from Aguas Calientes says that 
General Villa’s forces have driven the Carranza 
troops into Queretaro. The Carrauza forces occu- 
pied the town without resistance. Villa’s trains 
have approached within fifteen miles of Queretaro. 
All the Carranza garrisons have retired before the 
sweep of Villa’s men. 

The United States government has directed Am- 
bassador Henry Morgcnthaii at Constantinople to 
ask the Ottoman government for an explanation of 
the tiring by Turkish land forces at a launch from 
tlu* American cruiser Tennessee proceeding from 
Vourlaii to the American consulate at Smyrna. 
Asia Minor. Secretary Daniels, with the approval 
of President Wilson, simultaneously cabled the 
commanders of the Tennessee and the North Caro- 
lina. also in the Mediterranean, to take no action 
which might embarrass the American government 
and to await specific instructions from Wash- 
ington concerning the general situation. Although 
without definite details as to just what occurred. | 
high officials of the government at Washington hall 
no doubt that the incident, no matter where the 
responsibility lay, would be promptly adjusted 
through diplomatic channels. President Wilson is 
determined that under no circumstances shall tin* 
United States be involved in war with Turkey. If 
the Turkish officers acted without authority of 
the Ottoman government and the firing was not 
justified by naval procedure iu a closed port, it is 
confidently believed that the Ottoman government 
will tender an apology. 

The body of Field Marshal Lord Roberts, borne on 
a gun carriage, moved slowly through the streets 
of Liudou yesterday to its Inst resting place in St. 
Paul’s cathedral. The stn*ets were lined with troops 
while hundreds of thousands of civilians stood w ith 
bared heads in a cold rain as the cortege went by.

It 
was recalled that just sixty two years ago yesterday 
the body of the Duke of Wellington was buried at 
St. Paul’s.

THE PICK OF ENGLISH TWO-YEAR-OLDS. 



As far as classic two-year-old racing is concerned 
the season is virtually finished, and yet opinions 
are largely at variance as to which is the champion 
youngster of the year. Friar Marcus. Roselanil. 
Let Fly. Kedfern. King Priam, and Poiuincrn 
would each have his admirers, aud even then the 
actual best might be missed. Oue naturally hopes 
that Friar Marcus will come out on top next year, 
for it woould be grand to sec King George lead 
back tiie winner of the Derby, and the handsome 
son of Cicero is not only the hero of the Middle 
Park Plate but boasts an unbeaten certificate, having 
wop all the five races in which he has taken part. 
His career was interrupted by a summer cough, 
which prevented him from fulfilling his Ascot en- 
gagement. hut happily tliere were in* permanent iil- 
effeots. and he retires into winter quarters perfect- 
ly sound in wind and limb. His last form, more- 
over. was his lK*st. as lie lK*at Kedfern bv thr**e- 
quarters of a length over i lie Bret by six furlongs, 
a fair test of stamina which effectually dissipated 
the notion present in many minds that lie might not 
stay: but the style iu which he did liis work ou that 
and every other coca slop was irreoruaeliable. Still, 
there is only a narrow margin of superioritv over 
Lord Cadogan’s colt, and in* in turn is heads and 
tails with Let Fly. the pair having met four times 
with “honors easy.” In the New Stakes the Foxhill 
champion had a neel: and a head the best of him. 
with Roseland Intervening, but the positions were 
reversed at Goodwood, when Red fern won the \bde- 
eoinb Stakes by a head, and that form was confirmed 
at Doncaster, when hi* again had the best of it by 
a neck in tin* Champagne Stakes, while in the final 
t u>sle liCt Fly short-headed him in the Dewhurst 
Plate, the distance for which is seven furlongs. 



lien* we have extraordinarily true running, and it 
is a case of trick and tie between them, with one 
as likely to improve us the other during the rwvs<. 
but Let Fly jmsslhly ilie more strictly bred. Still 
there cannot be much to choose between them and 
Friar Marcus, and the Middle Park Plate running 
shows Manxman and Sonfire right <»n top of them, 
aud isitli of great promise. Rosdand opened his ac- 
count by winning the Fitzwilliaiii Stakes at New 
market in tlu* spring, and was giving seven jKiuuds 
when beaten a neck by Let Fly at Ascot, which col- 
laterally brings him quite on a level with “the 
Friar” through Kedfern. But I fear there has lieeu 
trouble with tiie brother to Roseworthy, of whom 
nothing lias lieen seen iu public since’ In* romped 
away from Elkiugton In the Ju!.v Stakes, and he 
would not have missed his subsequent engagements 
had all been well: indeed. I understand that leg 
trouble has kept him iu retirement, and it may in- 
terfere with liis future progress. King Priam, after 
lieing iK-atcn first time out by Costello, established 
himself iu tin* top i lass when he easily disposed of 
Silver Tag— the best of her sex at Ascot, aud did 
another meritorious performance when In* gave Pen 
nant 18 isninds and a neek beating, but tli«*u came 
a bad failure at Kempton. whieli. at first sight, 
takes much of the gilt off the gingerbread, though 
it is more than likely he was taking ou an impossi- 
ble task in the endeavor to give eight pounds to 
Pommern. As a matter of fact this son of Poly- 
inelus. which Is one of the l>est-!ooking colts in 
training, scored so easily that tin* result would prob- 
ably have been the same had they met oil even 
terms, and lie had previously given a taste of his 
quality when lie ran awar from Sanimarco and Jove 
at G<*od wood. Moreover, there is plenty of scope for 
improvement, and It would not in the least surprise 
me to find him the crack classic horse of next year.
